ause a great many good and 
wonderful people have been de- 
ceived and misguided by much of 
their leadership, public, political 
and spiritual. 

They were misled by men who 
told them that the Supreme Court 
could not legally act and that the 
14th Amendment was not valid. 
The people at least deserved the 
truth. But anyone who attempted 
to tell the truth was attacked as a 
traitor and possibly a pink or left- 
ist. Any Southern writer who at- 
tempted to say, “Now, look, this 
is a very serious matter. No state 
law which contradicts the federal 
can prevail,’”’ was damned for not 
“‘supporting”’ his state. 

When the obviously hopeless 
theory of “intervention” was ad- 
vanced, any person who said that 
the theory of states’ rights could 
not stand against a contrary in- 
terpretation of the Constitution by 
the Supreme Court was denounced 
as a “nigger lover,” a “‘race mix- 
er” and otherwise subjected to 
abuse. Every wild-eyed attack on 
the court or the President made 
the speaker or writer of such a 
statesman and a hero. Any word 
of caution that a Supreme Court 
decision could not be dismissed or 
nullified by a state “‘interposing”’ 
its own sovereignty was damned 
as anti-Southern. There was a 


evitableness of the situation. 


Sad Situation 

For that matter, there still is. 
But this only makes the situation 
the sadder because, after all, it is 
the children who will pay the 
price. 

It is not now, and it never was, 
a matter of whether one was for 
or against segregation. The ques- 
tion was not whether one favored 
it or was against it, but what 
could be done. What one thought 
about it couldn’t change it. The 
Southern states started on a pro- 
gram of legal resistance. That 
was right and proper. But within 
the past four years some states 
began to make token compliance. 
Insofar as the court decision of 
1954 was concerned this seemed 
to fit the phrase “deliberate 


speed.” In some states as few as| air 


a half dozen colored children have 
been placed in the school system. 
For these, the court decision 
seems to leave the other end open, 
insofar as time is concerned. 
Their school systems are not in 
jeopardy. 

We now are beginning to see 
the price which must be paid for 
complete, or massive, resistance. 
It is the eventual loss, for a period 
of time, of education for all, white 
and colored. It would have been 
most helpful if, four years ago, 
the political, public and spiritual 
leadership had told the people the 
truth about this. 


Soothing Syrup 


But, instead, the people were 
dosed with soothing syrup assur- 
ances that the court had acted il- 
legally and unconstitutionally. A 
great many people believe that 
sincerely. But even when they 
were saying this, the political, 
public and_ spiritual leaders 
would have better served the 
people by saying. “‘That is what 
I think, but it isn’t going to 
reverse the decision. Once the de- 
cision is ordered by a district 
court it becomes the law. My job 
is to tell you the truth. I can en- 
tertain. you by damning the court 
and the President, but we have a 
profound problem to face. 

“We cannot interpose states’ 
rights because there are no states’ 
rights higher than constitutional

U.S., China Open Talks; 
Quemoy Blockade Cut 


U.S. Jets Cover 
Chiang Convoy

TAIPEI, Formosa (AP) — The 
Nationalists broke through the Red 
Chinese artillery blockade of Que- 
moy Sunday to take in supplies 
by air and sea. American planes 
helped fly protective air cover. 

The United States and Nation- 
alist China announced the convoy 
brought large amounts of critical- 
ly needed supplies to the outposts, 
their first major supplies in a 
week. 

At a joint briefing, U.S. and Na- 
tionalist spokesmen gave no de- 
tails on how far American Air 
Force planes covered the opera- 
tion or whether they crossed the 
three-mile boundary. U.S. ships 
have carefully refrained from 
crossing the line, but this is much 
harder to do in a speeding jet 
plane, 

The spokesmen declined to am- 
plify the U.S. Air Force cover op- 
erations, but it was believed the 
fighters escorted the Nationalist 
convoy only through international 
space. 

Newsmen were told at the brief- 
ing that they have been temporar- 
ily barred from visiting Quemoy 
and Matsu, right off the mainland, 
and the Pescadores Islands 30 
miles from Formosa. Military se- 
curity was listed as the reaon. 

The shutdown brought immedi- 
ate speculation that new major 
operations were shaping up in the 
Pescadores, which are the jump- 
off point for the supply convoys 
to Quemoy. 

With U.S. amphibious experts 
directing operations, a World War 
II LST — landing ship, tank — 
rammed its old hulk up on a Que- 
moy beach and hastily disgorged a 
cargo of loaded vehicles as Red 
shells burst around it, the Nation- 
alist Defense Ministry said. The 
ship was badly damaged. 

Later, a flight of planes winged 
over Little Quemoy, two miles 
closer to the Red mainland, and 
made the first airdrop of supplies 
since the Reds tightened their 
blockade after the start of hostil- 
ities Aug. 23. 


Quickie Marriages 


Halted in Georgia 

Quickie night marriages won't 
be possible in Georgia after 
Monday. That’s when a new 
state law that prohibits the is- 
suance of a marriage license 
between 6 p.m. and 8 a.m. goes 
into effect. 

The new law, hailed in the 
last legislative session as a 
measure to protect ‘drunks and 
children,” also will require a 
three-day waiting period for a 
marriage license if either party 
is under 21. 

Principally affected will be 
the state’s border counties and 
their flourishing marriage mills 
where couples go to escape their 
home states’ three-day waiting 
period. In the border cities, 
such as Rossville, private lab- 
oratories make blood tests in 
less than an hour. 


Policeman Kills 
Negro in Scuffle 
In St. Marys Jail 


ST. MARYS, Ga. (AP) — A po- 
licemen shot and killed a Negro 
during a jail struggle following the 
man’s arrest Saturday night. 

The victim was Ernest Hunter, 
22, of St. Marys. 

Camden County Sheriff Willie 
Smith said the officer, Billy Car- 
ter, 23, reported he was writing 
a ticket citing Hunter’s wife for 
driving through a stop sign when 
Hunter approached and began 
arguing. 

The officer said Hunter inter- 
fered to the extent that he radioed 
Chief E. F. Geiger for assistance. 

Carter, who came to St. Marys 
last month after working for the 
Savannah police force, said he 
managed to get Hunter into his 
car alone and was jailing him for 


interfering with an officer when 
the man jumped him.

But 
it seemed clear that each side 
would bring to the meeting sharp- 
ly different versions of the cause 
of the trouble and what is to be 
done about it. 

The U.S. has indicated that it 
wants to talk about the flare-up 
of military action in the Taiwan 
strait. The Chinese Communists 
have made it plain that in their 
eyes the trouble lies in the entire 
U.S. policy of support for the 
Republic of China and refusal to 
recognize Peiping. 

Peiping has indicated that the 
Chinese want to talk about a seat 
in the U.N. and want the world 
to regard the Taiwan crisis as an 
internal affair of China. 

WOULD NOT PREJUDICE 

But the U.S. in agreeing to the 
talks said it would not prejudice 
the rights of the Republic of 
China. 

That left the big question as 
to just how much room the ne- 
gotiators—Ambassador Jacob D. 
Beam of the U.S. and Ambassador 
Wang Ping Nan of Communist 
China—would have to negotiate.

‘Brass Tack’ Talks 


DETROIT (AP) — The Ford 
Motor Co. has indicated it will 
place a new contract proposal be- 
fore the United Auto Workers 
Monday in an effort to head off a 
scheduled strike set for 10 a.m. 
Wednesday. 

John S. Bugas, Ford vice presi- 
dent in charge of industrial rela- 
tions and head of the Ford bar- 
gaining team, said at the conclu- 
sion of an unusual Sunday negoti- 
ating session: “We're starting to 
get down to brass tacks and to- 
morrow afternoon when we begin 
our session there may be some- 
thing definite. You can read into 
that what you want.” 


108,000 EMPLOYES 


Bugas made it plain that Ford, 
after five and a half months bar- 
gaining with the UAW, has 
reached the stage where it will 
make a new offer to its 108,000 
UAW-affiliated employes. 

Reminded that the strike dead- 
line was nearing, Bugas said, “‘If 
we are close enough together on 
this thing, it will give us ample 
time to bargain with sessions to- 
morrow daytime and perhaps 
night, Tuesday day and again at 
night. I’m not optimistic but I’m 
hopeful we can erase any diffi- 
culties between us.” 


PROJECTED OFFER 


Bugas said parts of Ford's 
projected new offer ‘‘already are

Few Americans Detect 


Danger of World War

NEW YORK—Americans are not particularly wor- 
ried about the crisis in the Far East, a coast-to-coast 
survey by the New York Times indicated Sunday. 


Interviews with individuals in 
nearly a score of cities showed 
they were aware of the crisis— 


particularly since the President's 
nationwide television address. But 


. few saw in it the danger of even 
crystallized in our minds while on | . 


a local war, and none thought of 
it in terms of a major conflict 
that might bring death and de- 
struction directly to this country. 


Most persons interviewed 
seemed to regard the question of 
Quemoy as far removed from their 
immediate concerns, and just an- 
other chapter in a never-ending 
East-West conflict. 


SOME CRITICISM 


There was criticism of U.S. poli- 
cy, most of it following the gen- 
eral theme that the game was 
not worth the candle. Hardly any- 
one expressed the view that the 
offshore islands, or even Taiwah 
(Formosa), was vital to U.S. in- 
terests. 


Those who endorsed the admin- 
istration’s policies in the area 
sometimes did so with an air of 
fatalism — expressing the view 
that war with the Soviet Union was 
inevitable, and that it didn’t much 
matter how it happened to come 
about. 

Most persons, however, seemed 
to feel the questions of specific 
policy were beyond them and were 
best left to experts. They felt the 
administration was doing the best 
it could, and just hoped all would 
work out well in the end.

BONN, Germany (#—The cog train that runs up to 
the Drachenfels above the Rhine plunged from its track 
Sunday night, killing 18 persons. Sixty others were in- 
jured. 

A number of European tourists 
were among the victims. Authori- 
ties said their nationalities and 
names may not be known before 
Monday. 

The train left the rails about 
one-eighth of the way down its 
one-mile run. 

The steam engine smashed into 
a ditch. The first of three cars 


broke loose, crashed through trees 
and came to rest in a jumbled 
heap in a gully. The second car 
slid halfway into a ditch. The 
third car remained on the right of 
way, but its side was ripped open.

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Negotiations Offer 
Alternative to War 


Talks between the American ambas- 
sador, Jacob D. Beam, and Ambassador 
Wang Ping-nan of Communist China 
today in Warsaw. These talks 
are the alternative to immediate war. 
There is no guarantee that any acceptable 
agreement can be reached. 

Washington apparently is worried. 
Secretary of Defense McElroy has de- 
ferred planned reductions in U.S. armed 
forces. He says the United States will 
stick by its commitment to resist a Com- 
munist assault on the Quemoy island 
group. 

The hopeful view is that the Chinese 
Communists are pushing just as hard as 
they dare, short of war. This view holds 
that their immediate objective is to neu- 
tralize the offshore islands. President 
Eisenhower did not rule out such a pos- 
sibility in his address Thursday night. He 
only insisted that all disputes be settled 
by peaceful means. 

Meanwhile, the word in Washington 
also is that if the Chinese tough line is 
not a bluff war is perilously close. Com- 
munist diplomats have made it plain that 
if the United States attacks the Chinese 
mainland, Soviet Russia will enter the 
war on the side of China. Private threats 
reportedly have been made that the 
American Seventh Fleet could be wiped 
out in two hours. 

Moscow’s threatening talk also says 
the war will not be limited to China but 
will include mainland United States. So- 
viet diplomats—and this is backed by 
former President Truman’s conclusions in 
the Sunday Journal-Constitution — hint 
that the Chinese Communists are out of 
control. 

That is the situation as the talks in 
Warsaw are set to begin. Whether the 
Red Chinese are bluffing to gain conces- 
sions will soon be known. They are tough 
negotiators. 

Washington seems to be prepared to 
make recommendations for neutralization 
of the offshore islands in return for “no 
force” pledges. Formosa, as a defense 
bastion of the free world, will not be 
abandoned under any circumstances. And 
if the Chinese Communists insist upcn 
fighting, we will fight. 

The hope persists that the United Na- 
tions will take some action in keeping 
with its principles against aggression and 
use of force in Asia. Thus far no moves 
have been made in this direction. 

There is still confidence a peaceful so- 
lution can be found. But if Washington 
and Peiping have misjudged each others 
intentions, the mistake could result in 
war. That is the frightful prospect ahead.

An authoritative report, now being 
distributed, on “Federal-State-Local Re- 
lations” deserves the careful considera- 
tion of all public officials sincerely in- 
terested in good government. 

Based on a three-year study of con- 
clusions the Kestenbaum Commission 
presented in 1955, the new report was 
issued by the House Committee on Gov- 
ernment Operations. 


It upholds the principle of federal 
grants-in-aid, thus lending entcourage- 
ment to those who rightfully maintain 
there must be extension of airport, ur- 
ban renewal, slum clearance, stream 
pollution abatement and similar grant 
programs. 

It specifically criticizes the failure of 
the states to give urban centers neces- 
sary authority to solve their local prob- 
lems. 

It also condemns the systematic 
under-representation of urban citizens in 
state legislative bodies. 

Nowhere in the nation is such criti- 
cism more warranted than in Georgia.

MAJOR DREAM ON PAPER 


By AL THOMY 

Major league baseball for At 
lanta can only be a topic of con- 
versation until there is a place 
for it. 

Ponce de Leon Park is not 
that place, and no one knows it 
more than Atlanta Cracker own- 
er-president Earl Mann. “Our 
park is adequate for triple-A, 
but not for the majors,” Mann 
said recently. 

Perhaps it is premature to 
talk of major league baseball 
for Atlanta; on the other hand, 
perhaps it’s later than some 
think. A city doesn’t join the 
big leagues. It’s the other way 
around, the big leagues join a 
city. 

In 1952 Atlanta outdrew Mil- 
waukee by 30,000, yet Milwaukee 
moved into the National League 
the next year and attracted over 
10,000,000 during the next five 
seasons. How could this transi- 
tion take place on short notice? 

Simple. Milwaukee had a 
stadium seating 30,000, with 
space for thousands of more 
seats, since added. 

A recent poll of fans indicated 
indifference to triple-A but hopes 
of a major league future for 
Atlanta. 

“Major league baseball is 5-10 
years off,’”’ says Mann. ‘‘Hous- 
ton, Minneapolis and others will 
move up before we do. They’ve 
floated a $20,000,000 bond for a 
stadium in Houston, and Min- 
neapolis already has one.”’ 

Mann was presented with a 
stadium during the week, 
though one on a slightly smaller 
scale than the one needed. 

Larry Stern, Georgia Tech 
architectual student and a na- 
tive of Brooklyn, designed it as 
his thesis. 

“At first I thought I would 
build a model of a recreation 
center for Atlanta,”’ says Stern,

The finished model, in the 


opinion of Mann, is “tremen- 
dous, something really fine.” 
Under the guidance of depart-

ment head Professor Paul M. 
Heffenan, Stern left no stone 
unturned, to toss an architec- 
tual term. He selected the most 
ideal location after studies on 
thoroughfares and their accessi- 
bility. Pedestrian safety was 
another phase of planning, un- 
usual though it may be these 
days. 

Site deemed most acceptable 
by baseball's standards was the 
area behind Gordy Tire Co. on 
14th Street off the expressway. 

“I hope no one gets mad at 
me,” laughs Stern. “I may 
have extended the plans onto 
their property.” 

Mann was especially pleased 
with the parking area on the 
model. There is room for 9,000 
cars, all moving in one direc- 
tion. Stern’s plan has a sub- 
terranean road for buses and 
taxis only, and this thorough- 
fare runs free of the other traf- 
fic. It is scaled for 30 buses 
and 100 taxis. 

Other interesting data on the 
ultra-modern stadium: 

—Seating capacity for 45,000 
with more seats behind home 
plate than in the outfield, where 
area thins out. 

—The fan’s dream ... not a 
column in the stadium. All sup- 
ports are channeled under the 
seats and extended into a com- 
pression ring around the top of 
the stadium. This concrete ring 
also serves as protective cover 
against sun and rain. | 


—Fence distances of 340, 
425 and 340. 

—Thoroughfare overpasses for 
pedestrians. 


—Room for more seats if used 
for football. 

“All of it is practical,”’ adds 
Stern. “Our research proved it.” 

“It’s terrific,” was Mann’s 
comment. 

There it is—a baseball stadi- 
um for Atlanta, on paper now 
but maybe some day ..

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. #. 
A mighty Atlas intercontinental 
ballistic missile racked up an- 
other bull’s-eye early Sunday 
after blasting across the Atlan- 
tic on a 3,000-mile space flight. 

The spectacular launching 
was a tune-up for Atlas’ biggest 
test—the first attempt to fire the 
missile at the 6,325-mile inter- 
continental range. 

The long-awaited “all the 
way” shot for which the missile 
was designed, is expected within 
the next few weeks. 

There was no official Air 
Force announcement but it was 
learned that the latest test was 
highly successful. It was the | 
third time in four tries that a | 
fully powered Atlas hit the mark | 
at 3,000-mile range. 

The 85-foot Convair rocket 
bolted aloft shortly after Sat- 
urday midnight. A “Big A” 
night launching is a beautiful 
sight. 

The missile rose majestical- 
ly from a huge billow of white 
flame and smoke. After a roar- 
ing vertical climb, the 100-ton 
Atlas curved over gracefully 
and darted through a bank of 
dark storm clouds.

This Blackeye 
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Is Not Deserved 


There are variations of every sport, I suppose, and the latest 
to entrance me is the variation on name-dropping. Usually the 
name-dropper lets fall a name calculated to impress, to make you 
see that he has a connection, sometimes a cozy connection, with 
the elegant or the illustrious. 


But during the recent political campaign I was surprised and 
a little dismayed to hear names, perfectly good and untarnished 
names, dropped as if they were dirty words. This is an old politi- 
cal trick, of course, and shouldn’t surprise anyone. In fact, old- 
timers who have been in the public eye a long time undoubtedly 
get a little pleasure out of the slings and arrows of outrageous 


opponents. 


This is all right for the pros, who know how to take care of 
themselves. But what about a perfectly innocent social agency 
which has gone along for years quietly working for the good of 
the community at large, blowing no bugles, shooting off no fire- 
works but steadily and earnestly doing a job? 

On the night before last week’s election I attempted to take 
a refresher course in issues by listening to all the candidates on 
television. I was astonished to hear in one speech the Atlanta 
Urban League referred to as if it were not only a subversive out- 
fit but probably an explosive one, all primed to blow up Our 
American Way of life. (Whatever that is. ) 

Most Atlantans are acquainted with the Atlanta Urban League. 
It has been here a long time. It is a Community Service (formerly 
Chest) agency. It has a board of directors made up of 22 re- 
sponsible citizens representing both racial groups. Its monthly 
meetings are open to the public and so are the acts of its small 
staff of three professional workers, two secretary-clerks and one 
part-time bookkeeper. I very much doubt that many Atlanta 
citizens are nervous about the Urban League. 


But there’s a good chance that many Georgians know nothing 
about it and I think in fairness they might like to know what it 
does. A few weeks ago Phillip Satler, adviser on racial relations 
to the commissiener of the Public Housing Authority in Washing- 
ton, told a convention of real estate men here that Negroes have 
gotten a fair share of public housing in Atlanta—one of the few 
Southern cities of which this might be said. 


The Atlanta Urban League deserves much credit for that. 
Since 1946 a major activity of the league has been increasing the 
quantity and quality of housing available to Negroes in new and 
undeveloped areas. The fruits have been 8,795 new housing units, 
of which 6,795 were built by private enterprise and 2,000 were 
public housing units. The league has sponsored the only Negro 
Consumer Cooperative Housing Project in the country, under which 
30 prospective home owners have formed a corporation, taken 
option on land and applied to the FHA for $450,000 to build them- 
selves $15,000 homes each. 


The Atlanta Urban League also worked for the 115 hospital 
beds for private Negro patients in Hughes Spalding Pavilion at 
Grady Hospital and campaigned to get a surgical training pro- 
gram for Negro physicians started there. 

Dangerous and subversive? All of this is about as dangerous 
and subversive as another of the league’s activities which will be 
in full flower when the Community Services campaign for funds 
starts Sept. 29. It sparks the house-to-house canvass in Negro 
neighborhoods where $21,155 was raised last year. 

All institutions, of course, are fair game in a political year 
but I hate to see a good one like this one kicked around.

Perry’s writers put 
things in his mouth which were 
easy to say and the producer 
of the show made his every 
movement seem natural and 
easy. 

I got awfully uneasy watch- 
ing the Saturday premiere. Per- 
ry kept his eyes on the tele- 
prompter, reading all of his 
lines as if he’d never seen them 
before; and the things he had 
to say and the positions he had 
to assume were not natural— 
and this is contrary te Como’s 
biggest asset, his relaxed bit.

IN LOOKING AT the first 
show of a new season, the 
natural things to look for are 
the innovations or the new 
wrinkles which might be in- 
corporated. 

I was anxious to see if Perry 
would revise his ‘‘Letters” 
routine and if he would change 
the “break the stations” gag 
which they used to death last 
vear. Would he constantly refer 
to his “relaxation?”’ 

About the only change I could 
detect was that the producer 
has instituted a campaign to 
get Perry to keep his hands out 
of his pockets during the show. 
Whenever the producer noticed 
that he had tucked his hands 
into his pockets Saturday night, 
he blew the whistle on him. 

Frankly, I hadn’t ever noticed 
that Perry stuffed his hands in 
his pockets—until this gag 
brought it to my attention. I 
must admit that I got mighty 
tired of this routine before the 
night was over. 

Perry has changed his ‘“Let- 
ters” routine around a bit. In- 
stead of the familiar “Letters, 
We Get Letters,” he has sub- 
stituted a new introduction and 


he is going to feature music of 
one particular composer. 


This particular phase of the 
Saturday show was the out- 
standing portion of the program. 
Jimmy Van Husen, who has 
penned such popular songs as 
“All the Way,” “‘Imagination,”’ 
“Tender Trap,”’ “It Could Hap- 
pen to You,” “Road to Mor- 
rocco”’ and hundreds of others, 
played these and others in a 
wonderful medley Saturday 
night.

Its basic weaponry and military 
doctrine are imported from Amer- 
ica.

Some of the country’s foremost 
medical experts, alarmed over 
the resistance a lowly microbe is 
showing to the wonder drugs, will 
convene here Monday to decide 


University, laboratory and hos- 
pital experts will attack the prob- 
lem of devising the most effective 


control measures against staphy- 
lococcus, blamed as a major 
cause of epidemic infection. 


The germ is as old as medicine. 
Modern medicine made it pos- 
sible to hold the germ in fairly 
good check. But the microbe is 
developing epidemic strains that 
some authorities view as omi- 
nous. 


; 


Immune to heat and light, some 
strains have become resistant to 
most antibiotics as well. The 
germs have killed newborn ba- 
bies in epidemic sweeps through 
hospitals. They have spread from 
baby to mother, to father and 
to all members of families. 


They have attacked the healthy 
and young, the sick and aged, 
with a tragic record of fatalities. 

The bugs are everywhere, cir- 
culated in the air and in dust. 
Nearly everyone carries staph 
germs on the clothing or skin and 
generally in the nose. Many of 
the deaths associated with Asian 
flu last year were blamed on 
staph. 

The meeting of experts is spon- 
sored by the U.S. Public Health 
Service, National Academy of 
Sciences and the National Re- 
search Council.

Steel Union 
Rips ‘War’ 
On Labor 


ATLANTIC CITY, NJ. ‘AP)— 
Leaders of the United Steel work- 
ers said Sunday the big union 
faces threats “‘both within and 
irom outside” that menace its 
future. They called for complete 
unity to meet the challenge. 

The warning came on the eve of 
the 1,200,000-member union’s ninth 
Constitutional convention opening 
Monday. It was contained in a 
187-page officers’ report. 

It said: ‘“The war on unions has 
mounted in intensity, changing 
from insidious indirect aggression 
a bold frontal attack. The 
object is to weaken our union into 
submissive acceptance of sub- 
standard contracts.” 


The report will be submitted to 
convention delegates Monday. It 
was signed by President David 
J. McDonald, Vice President How- 
ard R. Hauge and Secretary- 
Treasurer I. W. Abel. 


MOUNTING OFFENSIVE 


The report said it is not difficult 
to discern the sponsors of what it 
called a mounting offensive 
against labor. It added: “They 
are the old foes of unionism, the 
National Assn. of Manufacturers, 
the United States Chamber of

Commerce and others of that ilk.” 


The executive officers said the 
revelations of the McClellan com- 
mittee—a U.S. Senate subcommit- 
tee investigating labor and man- 
agement corruption—were seized 
upon to blacken the name of all 
“oO because of the misdeeds of 
a Iew. 


It added: ‘‘Nor did our enemies 
fail to exploit any and all other 
means to accomplish their objec- 
tives. We in the Steelworkers are 
full aware of their employment of 


the divide-and-conquer technique. 


“Almost ceaselessly, they have 
sought to stir dissension within 


our ranks, to create distrust of 


your leaders and to destroy con- 
fidence in that leadership.” 
DIVIDE AND CONQUER 

The divide-and-conquer _ staie- 
ment appeared directed at a 
group of Steelworkers who have

in the membership dues and cuts 
in executive officers’ salaries.
